In fine, the Hope 
of Gain turn'd the Curcent of their Revenge, 
in Execution of which their Chcler abared, 
and they reſted. ſatisfied, But it was not fo 
with their Commander, for the Eyes of his 
Fair Priſoner had opened themſelves a Paſſage.

me, is not mean, Reſt firm in the Aſſurance of my h. 
Promiſe, whil# I take care for the ſpeedy Dreſſing ill re 
of your Brot her Wounds, and for his Accommoda- b 
tion in the Ship, Saying this, he left her wich tt 
a profound Reſpect. 

Orſamus, who was an Auditor and Spe- 
Qator of the Diſcourſe that paſs'd betwixt the 
Pirate and Cynthia, was tranſported with Ra- 
viſnment when he underſtood that ſhe was 
his Preſerver. Nay, ſaid he, ſince my Life is 
not indifferent co my Fair Divinity, Til live 
* to free her from this Captivicy, or periſh 
in the 4r:empr: Since ſhe ſeems to have an 
* Eſteem for my Life, I' endeavour to pre- 
* ferveit; for I cannot but prize what ſhe 
© efteems. Theſe Words over-bold, and dan- 
gerous to his Life, were over-heard by thoſe 
that guarded him; but being ſpokea in the

Here he continued 
ſilent, leaving Cynthia in a Maze at the Diſcovery 
of his Paſſion; yet being oblig'd to reply, ſne 
returned this Anſwer. Sir, your reſtective 
Uſage could not give me more Satisfaction than 
your unpleaſant Diſcourſe gives me Diſcortent, ſince 
you take away the Hopes of my Liberty in deny- 
ing my Ranſom, Never think by conſtraint to 
gain my Affection, nor by detaining my Liberty to 
mabe me become Kind, Won'd I accord to your 
Will, I am at my Brother's Diſpoſal, whom you 
diſable in denying him his Freedom. But never 
think by ſuch rude Ways to force Lyve, for your 
Hopes will all fail you; for my Soul is Free, 
although my Body be your Priſoner ; and you ſhall 


Fand 1 can die when I cannot love, Saying this ſhe 


left him, and retired to her Cabbin. | 
Mean while the Pirate ſtood like one tranſ- 
formed with her Anſwer: Let not minding 
to deſpair for the firſt Repulſe when he had the 
Perſon in his Power; ſo that, recollecting his 
Spirits, he went immediately to give Orſamus a 
Viſit, whoſe Wounds by this time were rea- 
| ſonably 
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ſonably well recover d. After Salutations pat, 
he began almoſt in the ſame Form to reveal 
his Love as he had done before to Cynthia;

He paſt away his Time in ſuch pleaſing Tran. 
ſports, ever fancying the Idea of his Faire!t On- 
thia before in Eyes, that all other Thonghts 
were huſh'd in Silence, and his Conrentmenc 
ſeem'd perfect in the heighth of his Satisfaction. 
Whether his Wounds receiv'd Addition from 
the Temperature and Quie:ne's of his Mind 1 
cannor tell; but in Twa Days Time he found 
himſelf in a Capacity ro viſit his deareft Phyſi- 
cian; which being made known unto the Pi- 
rate, the more to oblige Cynthia, he iutended 
to preſent him unto her himſelf.

to doubt your Fidelity, (taking more Kindneſs into 

her Eyes than they expreſt before,) and the 
1 Continuance may not go unrewarded. Tis not be 
4 that runs ſwifteſt, and then faints, but he that 
10 continues #9 the end of the Race, that wins the 
Prize. But let us leave this Diſcourſe for time more 
agreeable, and conſider how to treat the Pirate at 
his Return, which will not be long. Tl ſhew my 
felf ſomewhat kinder that he may conceive you 
have prevailed ſomething in his Behalf : And this 
Kindneſs, if my Expeltations fail me not, ſhall 
pur chaſe a Relation of his Life, which will fir 4 
{mall time free me frem his Importunities, and in 
fome fort diſſipate my Misfortunes by the Hiſtory 
of his Diſafters, fince we naturally find a Pleaſure 
in the Rehearſal of paſt M'ſeries. His Reſpef and 
Behaviour towards us (hews him to be more than 
what he ſeems; yet this odiaus Courſe makes him 
ſeem leſs than what he is : His Life in my Appre- 
henſion muſt be monſtrous that walks in a Way ſo 
uncommon. 

In ſuch Diſcourſe they paſs'd away the ſmall 
Time of the Pirate's Abſence; but Fortune 
foon took Care they ſhould not Surfeit of their 
Joys, by hafining his Return to che Cabbin. 
And having Saluted Cyn#bia with much Reſpect 
as his Miſtreſs, and Careſs'd Or ſamus as her 
Brother, he ſeated himſelf to participate of 
their Diſcourſe, which he apprehended did tend 
to his Advautage. 

He was opening his Mouth to ſpeak when 
the Fair Princeſs prevented bim: And raking 
the Werd with an Air tepleat, with a Grace 
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and Behaviour only peculiar to herſelf, ſne 
vegan her Diſccurle thus. Sir, your Kindneſs 
uiid to my Brother is n» [mall Obligation that I 
owe yo; nor have yok fail'd in your Purpoſe when 
you made him your Sollicitor ; ſince none can more 
perſwade my Inclinations, or more freely dijpoje of 
ne, than he; yet he, I think, will net agree to 
farce my Will to what is repugnant. If I mit 
Love, I won have a Subject worth my Aﬀedion : 
¶ Such may you be) if your Life baue been regulated 
and guided by that Rule formerly, as in this time 
ſince we have been your Priſoners. But the faireſt 
F;xit is not always pleaſant to the Taſte; nor will 
a wiſe Merchant purchaſe Commodities. without 4 
Trial, We may Paint the Sun, but not his waim 
I uence; and the Fire, but not its Heat. With a 
malt Trouble you may eaſe me of this Doubt, in 
relating your Ext ractian and Birth, and the fore- 
paſt Adventures of your Life, In according to my 
Requeſt may tend t your Andvanrage : To deny me 
fo ſmall an. Obligation will not profit you; ſince 
before I'll inforce my AfeHions againſt my Inclinati- 
ons for one I know not I'll fend my Soul to enjay 
her Liberty in yon upper Horizon. 
This Bold Language of Cynthia put the Pirate 
to his Dumps, knowing the Relation of his 
Life wou'd ciminiſh the Efteem they had al- 
ready conceiv'd for him: And ſhould he give 
her a Denial he began to fear her firſt Reſoluti- 
on: So that for a ſmall time his Thoughts were 
upon the Rack, and he fare paſſeſs'd with 2 
deep Silence; but at laſt recolletting himſelf. he 
made this Reply. | 
Madam, ceaje theſe horrible Reſolutions, for F 
find it impoſſible to diſabey vou; y2u ſhall be ſatiſ- 
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fied with a true Narration of the Diſaflers of a 
miſerable Wretch, injur'd by Fortune, and purſu'd 
by Fate; the Relation of which will ſet my Wounds 
bleeding afreſh; yet, Madam, ycu ſhall be obey'd. 


Then prepare your ſelves with Attention to receive 


the Satisfaclion you deſire, whilſt I entertain you 
with the Tragick Story of my Life; which, if it 
cannot beget Love, it may preduce Pity. 

When Orſamus and Cynthia had feared them- 
ſelves with Regard, in Ex pectation of his Dif. 
courſe, after he had ſatisfy'd himſe]f in ſome 
particular Niceties and Scruples of his Dit- 
courſe, with Sadacfs in his Looks and Actions

yielding a Glorious Shew to the Eyes of the Be- 
holders. It was the Matt-Town of the Ifland, 
from whence Ships go out, and reſorc thither, 
to and from all Parts of the World, which 
mightily ecriches the Inhabitants.

This Diſcourſe, ſe contrary to my Expecta- 
tions and Deſires, and ſo fatal to my Love, aſ- 
ſur'd me of the doleful Preſages of ſo unhappy 
a Beginning: So that theſe Forerunners of my 
Misfortunes did portend and forete! ſome 
true! Alteration and ſudden Change in my pre- 
ſent Eſtate of Happineſs, Reaſon could now 
tell me, though too late, that in all the Viciſſi- 
tudes and Changes of Fortune, having once ar- 
rived at the chief Felicity we fix on, as out on- 
ly Object, we fairly deſcend by thoſe Steps 
by which firſt we did aſcend.

This Diſcourſe, utrer'd with as much Bold- 
refs as Confidence, began to raiſc a Storm in 
my Father's Couptenance; for the Form ot his 
Viſage began to overcaſt with Frowns, aud all 
his Actions became cicuded over wich Anger. 
$o that caſting a frowning Lock on me, enough 
to daunt me, had not my Love made me Proof 
againſt his Fury, and confident to. ſuſtain his 
utmoſt Charge.

Tour 
Huth is wiryly, and like à head-ftrong Horſe, that 
will run himſetf en any Dangers, wighout he be 
ſurely curb d and refirain'd : So you grew bold and 
impudent ; daring any Precipice ſo you may poſſeſs 
your unbounded Defires.

Return 
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Return no Anſwer te juſtiſie what 1 muſt con- 
demn, but regulate your Ways and Life by my Di- 
rectiuns; and having ſo ſure a Guide you cannot 
err, or go afiray, But if you continue ſtill obſtinate 
and audacious in your Proceedings, you ſhall find 
diſinherit you both of my Lowe and Eſtate, and 
make Account of you but as a Stranger. and a Re- 
bel to my Blood. 

Having faid this, ke left me, and departed. 
But alas! How can I deſcribe co you the Grief 
that did ſeizs on me at that time when Deſ- 
demona came to my Remembrance, and my 
Father's Cruelry was freſh in my Memory ! 
Oh, how was I corn: berween Love and Duty! 
Now it was that Love led we in a Maze fo 
difficult and intricate, that my beſt Endeavours 
could not keep me from Ruin.

© Sir, (replied J,) you are too paſſionate in 
your laſt Diſcoucic , and what I propoſed only 
ro try your Inchinations, how you would have 
allowed of a Change, if I could have admitted 
of ad Alteration, this you took to bea Verity, 
and too ſeverely rebuked me for what was only

becauſe his Years have been Spectators of Al- 
teratiot s and Accidentsasf{:atige ; fo that he 
believes what he doth not fee, and perhaps 
never was done, by the Example of ſome 
things ſtrange and rare, Which in jormer time 
he hath ſeen, So willing are they to believe 
Impoſſibilities, wherein we fee ſmall likeli- 
hood of Truth. But if ſuch will ſo ſoon be 
traduc'd, and drawn to believe Falſnoods, 
how eaſily will they be brought to embrace 4 
Fiction, adorn'd in the Robes of Truth; ſuch 
an one as may jump wich their Deſires and 
Wiſhes! For we all fiad our ſelves apt and 
ready euough to he deceiv'd, and wich cager- 
neſs hug rhe Deceipt, when it ſwcetly holds

or elſe, like a jealous Busband, we fear to

the Knowledge of that revea''d may deſtroy

* bring the Diſquiet and Diſpleaſure that we fear. 

Whether this occaſtoned my Father's Enqui- 
ry to ceaſe Icannot tell, bur I well know I 
Eecelv'd him in his own Craft, and over. 
wrouzht him io his own Device. Neither did 
I in Words alone conſim him in his Belief, but

Obſflinacy in a Child is like Rebellion in æ 
Subjet, which always funds horrid and notorious, 
let ce Occaſion be never ſo juſt, I will not now de- 
bate the jaſtneſs cf your Contract with the ſecond La- 
dy, but in my Fudgment the firft with Artemeſia 
ſcauld have Precedency; being acknowledged by your 
ſelf, ana allowed by your Parents, and therefore muſt 
nceds be of greater Force and Authority than the 
latter.

duce ſo much Pity in a Stranger's Breaſt, that but 
a few Hours before had but only ſeen her; with- 
out my Breaſt had been Marble it muſt melt in- 
to Compaſſion at this Rehearſal, accompanied 
with ſo many Actions of Remorſe, and Demon- 


ſtrations of Grief, I could do no leſs than hate 
my ſelf, ſince ſhe continu'd ſtill to love me; ma- 


king my Faults more odious, and my Crimes more 
notorious, for ail my Perjury and Infidelity, be- 
traying and abuſing fo much Innocence. Deſdemo- 
na ſends me Word ſhe loves me ſtill, and ſhall do 
fo in Death; ſhe forgives me too more than I can 
forgive my ſelf: Yer this was the ſame Deſdemma, 
whoſe Goodneſs and Kindneſs I fo much abus'd. 
Her harmleſs Innocence began to ſet a higher Price 
on her Vertues in my Soul than formerly I had 
for her Beauties: I began now ro know the worch 
of the Treaſure I had forgone, and found the Va- 
lue to ſurmount all Eſteem. 

Now all my Thoughts and De ſires became whol- 
ly engag'd, to make my Endeavours ſuitable ro 
my Mind, which made it its whole Buſineſs, in 
ſome ſort, to tender an ample Satis faction, in Re- 
compence of the Injuries I had occaſion her ; bur 
I found my Deſires were all fruitleſs, and that m 
beſt Performances would be of no value, whil 
Artemeſia remained as an Obſtacle ro obſtruct my 


Inrentions. Twas here the Azents of Hell ſolli- | 
eited and aſſiſted me in this Tragical Defign, fo 


that her Death was concluded in a Moment; 

nothing remained but the Means haw ro ef- 
fect ie. 

Wen a Man is once made the Scope of the

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' iris to be unhappy: So when a Man begins to 

he bad, he only knows then how to become more 

© wicked, What at firſt ſeems Horrid, by Cuſtom 

© becomes an Uſe, and Uſe does metamorphoſe it 

© {ato a Second Nature, Elſe could I have foon 

* conſented to add Murther to my Perjury ? As if 
© one Sin would expiate and make ſatis faction for 

another Crime; not having patience to go by 

* degrees, but I muſt run full ſpeed to my Ruin. 

One Sin doth ſeldom go unaccompany'd alone, 
© bur is attended by a greater Evil, By Nature 

we are too prone, forward and eagęr, to be wic- 

© ked, much more when we make it a Habit. I 
* fhould have weaned my ſelf from it in time, 
© before it had procured my utter Deſtruction and 
* Confuſion; but I find too late I commiſerate my 
© own Folly, and complain of the Faults I might 
© have prevented, So that all the Benefit that 
© proceeds from that lamentable Story will be a 
© Caution and a Warning to the Ages to come, 
that by my Harms they may prevent their own 
© Deftiny ; and carefully raking warning by my 
© Diſaſters, they may wiſely ſhun the Rock 
© whereon I was ſhipwreck'd. 

As formerly I was Black with Perjury, now I 
began to plot how to be Red with Murther, in ca- 
king away the innocent and guiltleſs Lite of one 
that not Five Days before had preſerved mine: 
But Reaſon and Conſideration were baniſh'd then, 
no Thought remained but how to accompliſh and 
finiſh what 1 had ſo barbarouſly begun.

paſſed, until ſhe did defire to take a little Reſt ; 
ſo that kiſſing her, J lefc her to her Repoſe; bur 
taking notice of a Poſſet or Cordial that was 
preparing on the Fire, the Maid being buſie a- 
bout her Miſtreſs, and none elſe being preſent, 
like a Fiend of Hell, I haſtily and unſcen emp- 
ty d the Poyſon into it, and ſo departed away 
undeſcry'd. About half an Hour after this ir- 
veuom'd Drink was adminiſter'd unto her; which 
{p;cading itſelf by degrees into all Parts of her 
vital Spirits, with its Force ſoon made a ſeparati-

n Sebaſia to loſe / Intimating his Grief for the

Beliſarius himſelf, which had gain'd ſo many 
Famous Battles over the Perſians, Goths and Var- 
dals, and greatly enlarg*d the Roman Empire by 
* his Valour,threugh Malice of his Enemies,grow- 
ing in Diſlike with his Prince, had his Eyes bot d 
* out, by which Means he was forced by Neceſſi- 
ty to beg by the Highway fide ; Date obolum Be- 
* Iifario : For God's ſake give one Half-penny to poor 
Beliſarius. 

What ſhall I ſay, (conti aued Amerin?) Are 
not Kings mortal as well as meaner Men? Do 

* they not become ſubject to the ſame Changes of 
Misfortune? Does not Death always attend 'em 
* Surely yes, Elſe had not Philip King of Macedon, 
* fearing to be puffed up wich his Proſperity, and 
that he ſnould forget the ſrailty of his Conditi- 
* on, commanded his Page every Morning to 
" found this ſhrill Muſick in his Ear, Remember, 
Philip, thou art a Mortal Man. Which ſoon prov- 
ed to de a Verity in him; for as he was ſolemni- 
Ling and celebrating the Nuptia's and Coronati- 
* cnol his Sou Alexander, in the midit of his Jolliiy 
* was ſlabb'd by one Pauſianus, to whom formerly 
he denied juſtice. 

* Alexander Magnus, Son of Philip, and Mo- 
* narch of all the then known World, being ſalu- 
* ted fora God, and Sacrifices and Adorations 
* uſed unto him, yet being at tte Siege of an 
* Tadian City, was ſorely wounded with an Arrow, 
© and feeling the Pain of his Wound; paſſionately 
* utter'd theſe Speeches, They call me Son of Jupi- 
ter, ( ſaidhe,) but I find I am ſubject to Pain, Sick-

Madam, ( ſaid 4!merin, proceeding forward in 
his Diſcourſe, and fixiug his Eves on Cynihiz,) no 
doubt but you wonder to ſee me imerlace in chis 
my mournful Story ſo many varicus accidents ot 
Chance and Fortune, of the Frailcy of Life, and 
uncertain Certain'y of Death; bur theſe are the 
only Balſams that lweeren my M:sfortunss, and 
the Antidores that expe] the Venom. For thus in 
comparing Time pretent, with the time that is 
paſt, I find there is nothing done now but hath 
been done before us: So that it is ſome Comfort 
ro have ſo maty Iiluſtric us Perſonages Fellows in 
our Misf:rounes, Like a Man char hath many dan- 
gerous Wounds, the greater diſſipates the Pain of 
the leſſer, and the Tormeats of the one makes 
the Pains of the other become familiar.

But to keep you no longer in ſuſpence 1 fhall

Sweerneſs of her cold Influences, fo that the Plea- 


ſures I then enjoy'd, ace mpanyꝰdwith theThoughts 
of enjoying Deſde mona, made the Time ſeem ſnort 
in the Contemplation, 2nd the Hours Mibutes in 
the Imagination, ſo that the unexpected Hour of 
Ten arriv'd. Fidelius Intreaties, wick the late- 
neſs of the Evening, couid net perſwade my Re- 
turn as yet, my Mind being employed on other 
Thoughts more agreeable, After the Clock had 


ſtrook Eleven I intended to leave the Garden; 


but firſt reſolving to viſit the Happy Place where 
I firſt reſcued my deareſt Deſdemona, it was al- 
moſt upon the ſtroke of Twelve e'er I arrived 
there: The Night continued Fair and Clear, and 
this was the maſt private Retiring of any in the 
Garden; where I was no ſooner arriv'd, but, to 
my Amazement, behold, by the ꝑlimmering and 
feeble Light of the Moon I ſaw a Beautiful Wo- 
man; her Countenance was pale and wan, drop- 
ping Pearly Tears from her Fair Eyes, which ſhe 
wiped off with. a Handke rchief.

This ſudden Surprizal, accompany'd with 
my Fcars, did cowardice all my Spirits, ſo that 1 
nad nor the Confidence nor Courage to open my 
Mouth to ſpeak to this pitiful Apparition; wh ien 
once more lifting up her Hand to her Wound, 
giving me a grievous parting Look, ſhe ſudder]y 

yaniſh'd 
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raniſh'd out of my Siglit. I was in Amaze atte; 
its Departure, and jealous whether f fhouid be 
lieve my Eyes or no; or whether this was 4 rex; 
apparition, or a Fiction brought forth by Fancy, 
and begotten by Imagination, that had left ſuch 
freſn Impreſſions in my Soul, and figur'd fuck 
diſmal Idea's in my Mind, But theſe Doubts 
were ſoon expell'd and baniſh'd by Reaſon, and 
the procecding Accidents ſoon confirm'd the 
Effects to be no Illuſions; for before I could re- 
collect and rally together my frightned Spirits, 
beho!d from the Thicket hard by me iſſued 
diſinal Screeches, horrible and fearful Moans, ac- 
company'd with uncommon and confus'd Voices 
the Heavens on a ſudden cover'd themſelves with 
a Sable Colour, and the Moon had her Face un- 
dcr an Eclipſe. The Noiſes became yer more 
Loud and Terrible, and the reſounding Eccho of 
he horrid Clamovr drew nearer and nearer, aud 
ſo became more fearful and dreadful, The Ho- 
rizon was cloath'd with thick dark outs, from 
whence proceeded a ftormy Shower of Hail and 
Rain; the Wind grew Tempeſtuous and Buiite. 
rous, feartyl Flaſhes of Lightning proceeded, as 
if the Woods had been on Fire, aſter which fol- 
o d and euſuꝰd loud and fearful Claps of Thane 
der, The Storm increas'd, and became more har- 
rible, when from the neighbouring Thicket ruſh'd 
out a Woman , who approachipg me, I ſoon krew 
to be the dead Atemeſia.

Thoughts have no Object but thy Crimes: Let Con- 


thee, and let thy Misfortune become ever worſe and 
worſe : Let thy Sleep be ſhwt, and diſturted with 
fearful Viſiens and Dreams; that when you awake Mr: 
you may find it a verity. The Remainder of your Lit: I.. 
ſhall be a living Death : You ſhall ſeek for Death but 
you ſhall not find it; and when you deſite to live you 
ſhall cruelly be cut ff, at a time when yu leaſt ex- 
ped it. Tiis is the Commiſſion ] bad to unfold to thee

Ine by fome Caſualty, thut mates him Miſerable; bus 
as the Mit doth waniſh before the Sun in a Summer's 
Morning; ſo do theſe Phanta/ms when a Man 
comes to conſult with Reaſon , it rather increaſes theiy' 
Miſery, aud adds their Felicity, the one being a 
bitter Potion, to make the Happineſs vafte the ſweeter, 
and the other a deceitful ſweet, that makes their 
Miſeries reliſh more bitter; this, Sir, I hope, in good 
Time will be Minifeſted in you, fince we that inba- 


bit this Ile, always take ſuch Iluſions and Dreams 


in their Contraries, and apply them accordingly, when 
a better Conſideration takes place; which not to ds 
were abſurd, as the Story that is related of a Poor 
Fiſherman of this Iſtund, who drying his Nets on 
a ſteep Rock, fell Aſlzep, and in his Sleep Dreamed 
he was a King +, overyyed with ſi great a Felicity, he 
riſes, and in this Extaſie of Spirit fell a Dancing;

Now I began to grow ab Object of Heaven's 
Juftice and Puniſhment 3 I was defil'd with Mur- 
ther and Perjury; the firſt called for a ſpeedy Re- 


venge; for other Sins only ſpeak, Murther ſhrieks 


out; the Element of Water moittens the Earth, 
bur Bl-od flics vpwards and bedews the Heavens, 
which ſoon hears, and makes ſtrict enquiry, and ſe- 
vere inquiſxion for Blood, and Titumph in their 
Revenges; their Curious Search ſoon found me 
our to make me an Example of their Vengeance; 
there is nothing that is done ne'er ſo privatelß 
that can be hid from their Sight; the darke 
Night cannot blind them, nor the craftieſt Mor- 
tals deceive them; were Sin committed in the 
dark Caverns of the Earth, there they would 
plainly ſee them; or in the bottom of the Ocean, 
there they would behold them; whither then can 
a poor Sinner fly to avoid their Juſtice?

This ſaid, giving him many Thanks for his Fi- 
delity, I follow'd the Guard, and ſoon came to 
the Water-ſide, j or Haven, where my Father and 
Mother were ſtanding, expecting my coming ; 
I no ſooner ſaw them bur I alighted, and having 
done my Duty, my Mother caſt her Arms about 
my Neck, bathiog my Cheeks wich Tears, la- 
mearting this ſo ſudden and unexpected Departure ;

broken off by an unlook'd-for Noiſe; tor caſting 
our Eyes about we efpied a Party of Men make 
towards us with much Facility and Speed; this 
Sight cauſed me haſten my Departure, 10 that F 
parted from them abruptly, hurrying my ſelf, 
with the Money and Jewels they had brought me, 
aboard the Veſſel, and fo ſpeedily put off from 
Shore; mean while my Father with Fiaeli9 
railied up their Men for Defence; this Sight more 
griev'd me than any former Mitfortune, to fee my 
Father and Mother, only for my Safety, expoſe 
themſelves to ſuch certain Perils and Dangers ; 
and to ſecure my Life, ſo careleſly to veniure their 
own. Nature would not zdmit I ſhould _

them ſo, and my Duty prompted me to their A. 


ſiſtance, To that commanding the Shipmen to put 

aſhore, they would not obey me, telling me, They 
might ſo endanger my Life, and all their own ; and 
that it was contrary to the Orders my Father had giv- 
en them to return back again; that no doubt my Fa- 
ther would well defend himſelf againſt a greater Force 
than thoſe he had to cope withal, if he could any ways 


give notice to the Garriſon belonging to the City,

The Wind blew fair, fo that we left Syracuſe - 


far aſtern, and a few Hours after we wholly 
loſtthe fight of the Iſland of Sicilia; the Gale 
1 ſtill fair, we gain'd a Ken of the Iſle 
of Malta, where we did not land, but continuing 
our Courſe almoft Three Days, we gained a View 
of the main Continent of Africa; and about the 


the Mighty City of Carthage, the Rival of 
the Roman Empire, between whom as yet For- 
tune had left ir uncertain and doubtful which 
ſhould gain Precedency, and continue Maſters of 
all the then known World, fince their Forces were 
equal, and their Valour not much different, fo that 
Fate had left it to be decided by the various 
Chance of War. 

Here we landed, and provided our ſelves of all 
Neceſſaries, as well Offenſive as Defenſive, and all 
other things needful, which our ſo haſty parting 
from Syracuſe would not permit us te provide

and furniſh our ſelves withal; we lay there one 
whole Day, and then going abroad we weigh'd 
Anchor, and hoiſed Sail, and fo made off ro Sea;

ly from Syr.uſe, of whom we might inquire Ti- 
_ of what we all did ſo paſfionately deſire to 

OW. 

It was now Seven Days ſince we parted from Si- 
cilia, and Two ſince we left the Coaſt of Africa, 
about the time of the Day when the Sun begins 
to decline towards the Weſt, when a Boy that 
ſtood Sentinel on the Top-maſt Head ſuddenly 
cried out, A Sail, A Sail; being demanded from 


whence ſhe ſteer'd her Courſe? He return'd an- 


ſwer, From Sicilia. This began to augment my 
ardent deſire I had to receive News from Syracuſe 
ſo that I gave Commands to the Pilot io ſteer his 
Courſe towards her, which he had no ſconer per- 
form'd, but the Boy called out again, ſaying, Sirs, 
prepare for your Defence, for this Veſſel bears to- 
wards us with full ſpeed; al! things being put in 4 
readineſs for a preſent Aſſault. He .had ſcarce end- 


ed theſe Words, but our Eyes did give us Procf 


they were a Verity, for we. diſcern'd it drawing 
nearer unto us, in all appearance fiued for a pre- 
ſent Fight, 5 

This Sight cauſed them te forget the Concern= 
ments of others, and to think on nothing ſo much 
as to provide for their own Safety; yer they a- 
greed with one accord cheerfully co make good 
their Defence, and manfolly to guard themſelves; 
we had hardly made our Preparation tor a Re- 


ſiſtance, bur we ſaw this Veſtel with great Dexte- 


rity add Agility ready to Board us ch the Wea- 
ther- ſide; their Ravelins in a Moment were ready 
to grapple with our Veſſel; in the Re of

which we received a Brave Aſſault, and they as 
Gallant a Repulſe; our Archers ſcarce ſpent an 
Arrow in vaio, neither did theirs ſlack their Duty; 
the Fight continued ſharp while we lay off the 
one from the other; but when, in ſpight of our 
beſt Endeavours, they grappled our Veſſels toge- 
ther, and that we came to Handy-blows, the 
Fight became dreadful and bloody oa both fides , 
we were hardly faſtned the one to the other but l 
heard him that ſeemed to be Captain of the Veſſel 


utter theſe Words to his Soldiers, m your 


feives with Courage, Noble Hearts, and let the King 
of Sicijia know yu are Valiant; we are not miſta- 
ken; ſee Fertune hath preſented the Murtberous 
Villain an Object to eur Eyes, and briught him 4 


Sacrifice to our juſt Reſentments ; now let the Inno- 


cent Deaths of Artemeſia and Deſdemona ſharpen 
your Swords for a juſt Revenge, and let their ſor- 
rowful Parents fee your Fidelity ard Intereſt you 
take in their Wromgs, when yu preſent them with 
the Head of their Mortal Enemy, 


When I did hear d4riemeſiz once nam'd I did 


gueſs of their Buſinefs; but I chink the Nature of 
all Men is ſuch, chat if they be wicked yer 
they cannot brook to te exclaimed againſt; 


and though I was guilty of all that was bad, 


yet T could nor with patience reccive the Nick- 
names of Villain and Murcherer; my Life was 
a Thing ſo wretched, and by me fo litile eſteem- 
ed, that I ſhou!d not have given one Sigh for 
the loſs cf that 1 did not deſire to preſerve; 
yet che great Promiſe this Fellow made of my 
Head made me refolve nor to part from it fo 
tame'y to my Enemies, àt ſuch a time when 1 
was in a good Capacity to defend it; this rais'd 
my Anger to make a ſtout Reſiſtance, and his 
Oration caus'd his Soldiers to affail us with 

| | - greater 
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greater Courage; now the Fight began to he 
at higheſt, and numbers of Men lay Dead on the 
Deck, the Living always ſupplying their pla- 
ces, till cur Veflels were covered with rhe 


Blood and Carcaſſes of ſlain Men; it was fought 


obſtinately on both fides, till the Sun began to 
bid a Good-nighr to our Horizon, leaving 
this upper World in Darkneſs, * Fortune 
had left ir doubtful ro which ſide ſhe would is- 


cline; when we were preſt by our Enemies, 


with ſo much Force and Vigour that my Men 
were forc'd to retire, whilſt they furiouſly 
mounted our Veflel; here I expos'd my ſelf to 
certain Dangers, very willing to pare with Life 
ſo I could have loſt it nobly, in reſiſting my 
Enemies; but Death flies them that ſeek him, 
and. intrudes on ſuch as defire his Abſence as 
1 was deſperately braving the utmoſt Dangers, 
fronting the main Body of my Enemies, I mer 
aad engaged with their Commander, fo greedi- 
ly we combated one wich another, and with fo 
much deſite endeavour'd the Ruin of each o- 
ther, that it was no wonder Fortune made haſte 
to determine of the End; many cruel Blows 
we exchanged, and many Wounds we receiy- 
ed, til ar laſt I purſu'd my Enemy ſo cloſely, 
and rtdcubled my Blows with ſo much vio- 
lence, that directing a Blow which fell on 
his Head with my greateſt force, ir parted ir 
in Two, ſo that he fell down ſprawling on the 
Deck; thus he which had ſo confidencly diſpo- 


ſed of my Head, could not ſecure his own from 


my Sword. : . 
This Sight began to abate the Courage of our 
Enemies, and to revive the Spit its of my ai'moſt 
vanquiſh'd Men; for returning upon ou; de- 
ſpairing Enemies with a greater Force _ at 
| ' rſt, 
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firſt, they made a mighty Slaughter; and ha- 
ving diſpatch'd all thoſe ia cur own Veſſel, wich 
great ſpeed we boarded our Enemies, fo that 
the Offenſive were now become the Defenſive, 
and performed their Parts ſo ill in maintaining 
it, that we ſoon became Conquerors of the o- 


ther Ship, committing all the Souls to the Pla- 
ces appointed for their Deſerts, where the Spi- 


rics of all Men are rewarded according to their 
Merits ; the dead Bodies of our Men, and alſo 
of our Enemies, we caft over-board into the 
Sea. 

The Night became extream dark, not one 
Star appeared in the Firmament, as if they had 
difdain'd to behold fo BDody a Tragedy, 
ſo that we were forced to ſtrike up Lights, the 
better to fee to clear our veſſel of the Dead 
Carcaſe:; my ſelf with a Torch in my Hand 
went to beheld the Slain in the Enemies Veſſel, 
where the Soldiers, the Tempeſt of their Re- 
venge being not yet ſtill d, without Piry caſt 
as well che Wounded as the Dead out of the 
Veſſe!, when their Wounds, Miſeries, Intreatics, 
Prayers, nor diima! Moans, could perſwade them

Among many that were thus uſed, one of 
them whom my Men had taken up into their 
Arms, ready to caſt him away into the Bilfows 
of the raving Ocean, cried cut, Oh, Sirs! Sp ire 
me one Moment, and bring me to your Commander, 
to whom I (all relate ſuch Secrets as he is as yet 
ignorant of; this had not preſerved his Life 
if I had not given a ſpeedy Command to the 


| Soldiers ro hold their Hands, and running 


with their Light, I came alſo with mine, to 
ſee if I knew him, but his Blood had ſo disfea- 
turd him as I could gather no certain 

. knowledge 
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Koowledge that 1 had ever ſeen him before; 


which the wounded Men ſeeing, with a mourn- 
ful and low Voice, growing faint through Iofs 
of Blood, he utter'd theſe Words, Sir, ſaid he, 
you knew me better about Eight Days ſince, when you 
came to viſit my Mafter Philafter, when you ſeem'd 
fo much concern in the Relation I made you of the 
woful Death of my Miſtreſs Deſdemona; he had 
ſcarce ended theſe Words, but through weak- 
neſs he ſuok down in the Arms of the Men 
that ſupported him. I commanded he ſhould 
be conveyed away to a Cabbin with ſpeed, and 
that my own Surgeon ſhouid carefully dreſs his 


Wounds; all which was as ſoon performed as 


commanded ; my Gratitude ro the Poor Man re- 
quired thus much. But 1 had other ſound Rea- 
ſons indue'd me to preſerve his Life, if poſſt- 
ble, fince ir was only from him, now all his 
Companions were Dead, I did look for a true 
Relation and Intelligence how my Affairs ftcod 
affected in Syracufe, AS my own Intereſt re- 
quir'd his Safety, yet for Deſdemona's Sake, 
whole Remembrance I did prefer above my 
Life, confiderivg he was once hers, I could do 
no other but efteem of him highly, and thank 
Fortune, who had offered me this Opportunity 


that 1 might in fome Meaſure expreſs the Kind- 


neſs I did yer retain for his Miſtres, and my 
Dear Deſdemone. 

After we had cleanſed our Enemies Veſlel, 
we removed all Things that were of Value our 
of our own Ship into theirs, it being the 
ſtrongeſt and ſtatelieſt Built, and Boring Holes 
in the Bottom of the forſaken Veſſel, we ſunk 
ic in the Sea, which being perform'd we hoiſt. 
ed Sails, directing our Courſe towards the Ci- 
ty of Algiers, ia Barbary, ſo“ that it was * 
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the Hour of Two in the Morning when I betook 
my ſelf to my Cabbin to have my Wounds 
dreſſed I had receiy'd in the laſt Fight, when 
the Surgeon. had ſearch'd them, he found them 
all flighr; and al:hough I had many, he aſſur'd 
me none of them were Mortal. 

Thus ſuch as, deſperately ſeem - regardleſs of 
their Lives, by a flight of Fortune preſerve 
them; What ſhould occaſion it I cannot tell; 
if it be not that reaſonable Men fly ſuch as im- 


| - prudently ard laviſhly caſt away their Lives, 


eſtecming them mad or frantick that ſo in- 
cor.fiderarely endanger themſelyes; or elſe 
Fortune and Victory, which be always Friends 
to Bold and Re ſolute Men, and aſſiſt reſolute 
Spitits in their confident Enterpr zes, have 
agreed with Nature, who bas planted a time- 
rcus Fear in the Heart of Min when he is 
aſluulted above his Expetta ions, and fees 
Wonders acted beyond his Capacity or 
Thoughts is daunted, being fo ſuddenly ſur- 
priz'd, their Bold Afailer gives them not time 
to recollet their Though:s, but prefles more 
fierce and deſperately on them, that they 


4 ſtand gazing like Men Mecetamorphos'd, nor 


having the Courage to defend themſelves, 
nor ſcarce to run away to preſerve their 
Lives; ſuch Advantage ſeems to wait on Re- 
folute Spirits, that their Enemies are charm'd, 
and when they meet a Spirit above their 
own, like all Men, they yield Precedency, 
and obey the greater, yielding Obedience to 
them as ro their Superiots; Victory, as it 
were, hovering her Wings ever their Heads, 
to fright their Enemies, and to preſerve them 
ſafe, I | 
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Bar I date not aſcribe my Fortune to ſuck a 
Czuſe, I fear juſt Heavens have preferv'd me 
from fuch ſmall Dangers for my* greater Miſ- 
{ortunes, to make me a more ample Example 
of their Juſtice; tor methinks Sleeping or 
Waking IT hear poor Artemeſia founding thae 
dreacfut Seutence in my Ears, (That when F 
ſcek Death, it ſhou!d fly me, and when I ſhould 
deſire to keep it, I ſhon!d efuddenly be cut off; 
aud J greatly fear the Iſſue, ſince that arcs Ar- 
temas Death, and lafily, of my deareſt Def- 
demon, I did always: eſteem my Life as of 2 
Thinz not worth preſerving, being a Comma- 
City I was always willing to part with, fince 
my Heart cold me I cou'd expeF no Comfort 
now all my Felicity was vaniſn'd away in the O- 
riginal Cauſe, from whence ir firſt received 11s 
Birth, and afterwards the Feivel that did pre- 

ſerve 1t. | 

Bur now, Madam, (ſaid he,) turning his Face 
towards Cynthia, I begin to find contrary Ei- 
tects working in my Spirit ſince I have been 
o fortunate to have you in my Cuftody, fa 
that I begin now to prize my Life at its true 


vue and Worth, and did never truly deſire 


e live again until this Moment; I pray Heaven 
my Prophetick Fears be not Prelages and Fore- 
tanners af the Dangers which are related ſhall 
happen unto me.

wards convey'd to the Temple, tearing then 
they might have ſurprized me, in What I did 
endeavour to make a Secret to them, 1 put it 


' haſtily int» my Pocket ro conceal it, not once 


niinding or thinking on the ſecuting of that 
which did ſo much concern the Safeiy of my 
Life. Afterwards when | came to Deſdemona's 
Father's Houſe, where this Man gave me the 
whole Particulars of her Death; which when 
J had heard, leaving Fidelio and him together, 
went into one of the moſt ſecrer Alleys in the 
Garden, that I mizhe give my Griefs unicen 
the greater Current; where I drew cur my 
Handkerchief io wipe off the wandring Tears 
that Tflued from my Eyes, aud at that Fatal 
zomens, 25 far as I can conceive by Conjectutes, 
with that J drew out the Lettei, fo that my Re- 
pentance and Sorrow both turn'd to my greater 
Kebuke and Puniſnment. 

The Man proceeded forwards again in his 
Relation, (ſaying,) After that they both under- 
finud by your Letter that you were the only Author 
of all the Calamities that had befallen them, they 
left off to grieve, and began now only to think of 
Revenge, thinking Mur guiit) Bload would be mere 
accept able to the injur'd Spirit of Deſdemona than 
their fruitleſs Tears; 1 cannot deſcribe the bitter 
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Complaints they made againſt you for your Tnghati- 
tude, in abuſing their Love and Kindne(ſes with /» 
ſhameleſs a Requital. Now Revenge had only Pi ec- 
dency, and veign'd Supream in their Ihaugbts; my 
 Maſfler, as if his Muth had been renew'd at the 
Sight of your Letter, leaving his Lady at Hine, 
ran nimbly to the Fudges of Criminal Cauſes, then 
reſiding in the City, where producing the Letter, 
they with all Diligence let him haue Power and Au 
thority ti apprehend you, and ſecure, and bring vnn 
to your Anſwer ;, to this End ant Purpoſe the Corri- 
gedzr was ſtrongly Aſſiſted with many of iny Maſter's 
Friends, where they Seiz'd you in yu Fither's 
" thuſe, and by your Father's Oxder and Authority 
you were again reſcued out of their Hands, and con- 
woyed to the Water-fide, where you efciped away ; 
your Eſcape being made good by your Father, 4 
flrong Party of Men aſſaulted him, which were 
friends to my Maſter, and he, making good his De- 
fence was there Slain; ſcarce was he fallen, but the 
Garriſon of the City came in, having notice from 
your Servant which you left with bim with what 
snequal Odds he was aſſaulted; immediately they en- 
compaſſed them in with all their Forces, deſtroying all 
of them, leaving mt a Man alive, ſo cruelly reveng- 
ing them for the Death of their Commander they (1 
dearly affected; your Servant being over-earneſ}, 
and too forward in his Revenge for his Maſter's 
Death, unbappilj was ſlain on the Place; your Mo- 
ther was convey*d in a deaaly Trance Hime to hey 
own Hue, where for very Grief for the Death ef 
her Hushand, and the Loſs of you, fhe in a few 
Hours expir'd her laſt Breath. 

Day at laſt appear d, yet bluſhing to behold the 
Cataſtrophe of ſo Fatal a Tragedy, where the Street; 
lay cover'd with Blood and diſmembered Men; Fame 
ſem carried Tidings of this Tumult and * Ur-

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bance to King Tancredus, - who ſojourn'd then with 
the Earl of Palermo; whe from my Maſter hear- 
ing the certain Cauſe of- hs Daughter's Death, pro- 
voleing the King to a ſpeedy Revenge, and he ſoon 


accorded to his Defires , (0 that with ail Expedition 


be return'd to Syracuſe, where hu Preſence quiet- 
ed the Remains of any further Stirs; these was 
diligent Inquiry made to dijcever you, but hearing 
you were gone, he ſent many Veſſels in purſuit of 
you ; amongſt many that were ſent forth, the Earl 
of Palermo and my Maſter ſent out this we are 
now in, at their own Charge, Manning it with 
their own Servants, thinking their Intereſt would 
oblige them to Revenge their Injuries more fully, pro- 
mi ſing great Rewards to us all if we could ſecure 
you Alive, or if Dead, to produce your Head; in

Bo- 
dies to the Grave, not without Tears, for the Loſs of 
Two Friends he always ſo Dearly affected, vowing a 
ſevere Chaſtiſement on you if ever he did get you in- 
to his Hands; ſoon after we put to Sea, and in” Two 
Days time had the ill Fortune to meet with you, 
what then happen'd is Bleeding freſh in Memory, and 
therefore needs no Rehearſal ;, all that I know I have 
related unto you, which will be Caution enough I 


hope to perſwade you forth of theſe narrow Seas, if 


you do prize your Life, and the Lives of theſe Men 
that accompany you, ſince there is no Harbour on 
the African Shore will ſecure you; for Sicilia be. 
ing under the Government of the Carthagenians, 
the Senate will not deny Tancredus Things of 
greater Conſequence than the delivering- of you up 
into his Hands; and to fly to the Romans is both

yours; that 1 may in ſome ſort Die freed from the 
Obligation I ſtand indebted unto you in, I deſire you 
to Live; but I hold it better for me to Die than to 
ſee ſo many Miſeries atted over afreſh again as 1 
have been Spectator of; I feel Death ſeizing on me, 
Oh ! Whither am I going? To flrange and unknown 
Shades, from whence none ever yet returned back 
again to give a Deſcription; but whatever it be, 
it is a Reſting place for Innocency; then Farewel 
reftleſs World, I fhall find that there I could never 
find in thee, He pronounced theſe laſt Words im- 
perfectly, and giving a grievous Groan he ſoon 
Expir'd, and, gave up the Ghoſt, Such was the 
end of this True and Faichful Servant, which 
though nameleſs, bears a great part in this 


Tragick Story, and at laſt ſeaſed it with his

It would be roo tedious to give you a Rela- 


tion over what Seas we paſs'd, and how many 
Dangers we eſcaped, failing over mighty Wa- 


ters, where the Waves like Mountains did al- 


molt lift us up to the Skies, and then again to 


caſt us into a Valley like che Jaws of Death, 


ſo that the Death we did fly from did ſeem to 


meet us, and that which we would have fhunn'd - | 


began ſro overtake us; but by Heavens Ordi- 
nance, Which would not permit my wretched * 
Life ſhould ſo end, we eſcaped theſe fearful and 
dreadful Dangers, and were preſery'd freed from 


Shipwrack, where every Wave threatened 
Ruin, and every Storm Deſtruftion, ſo Ithat ar 


laſt we arriv'd ſafely at where caſte- - 
ing forth our Anchors, and furling our Sails, 


we went aſhore, where we ſoon found the great 
alteration of the Climate, and the bad Exchange 
we had made, I in forſaking Sicilia, our Native

Country, 
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Country, where Hora did keep a never-fading 
Spring, and Przhus with his Rays a cominual 
Summer; where Bacchus kept his Vintage, 
and Ceres a perpetual Harveſt; the Trees and 
Ground being always adorn'd with the ſweeteſt 


Garb that Summer's Livery wears; when here, 
for a gretter Curſe and Torment, we found the 
Earch diſrob'd cf all that we cfteem pleafant 
and rare; and inſtead of a lovely Green, cover- 
ed over with Hills of Snow; the Trees, inſtead 
of Fruit, bore Iſicles; and the Air, inſtead of 
a mild Temperature, was cold and piercing, 
always clouded with Sazw, accompanied with 
the fierce and bluſtering N-rchwind ; we left a 
Heaven to purchaſe a Hell; yer che Thought 
of Safery ſounded ſweet in the midſt of all our 
Difafters. Here we found a ſecure Reirear, 
which was freely granted unto us by the then 
King of Norway; bur that was all we could pur- 


. chaſe, for my Grandiather was Dead many 


Years before, and hearing no News of my Fa. 
ther, imagining him to be Dead, when, by his 
utmoſt Diligence, he could hear no Tidings of

When I confider'd their Condition my Bow- 
els yern'd wich the Imagination of their future 
Miſery; we ftaid there about Five Monihs, 
and all the Wealth I did injoy ferv'd only to 
defray our Charges, fo that our Condition, as 
I imagin'd, was paſt hope of Cure, and Neceſ- 
firy began ſo much to ſtraiten me, that I had 
nothing left wherewithal to maintain a!m»ft an 
Hundred Men, being all the Remainders of Two 
Hundred, the reſt periſhing in the late Fight: 
Now nothing remained but the bare and intire 


Ship, Want enforc'd me to offer it to Sale; the 


poor Men hanging down their Heads with the 
Senſe of Sorrow, in Expectation of their future 
Condition, which they apprehended was very 
near at Hand; none offer'd to object againſt the 
Propoſal I had made, for Nature call'd to be fa- 
risfied, and Hunger more fharp than the

We were in this delpairing Condition, when 
a Strange Man, or rather a Monſter of Men, ac- 
coſted us; his Stature was Tall, his Body Big, 
proportionable ro his Heighth, his Looks very 
Grim and Fierce, his Hair dangling in Curls on 
his Shoulders like wreath'd Snakes, his Beard 
Long and Peak'd, his Mouth Big, his Noſtrils 
Wide, his Noſe Sharp, his Face Wrinkled, yet his 
Eyes darted Fire; his Cloathing was made of 
Bears Seins, his Cap was made of a Tiger's; 
after a marvellous de form'd manner he came to-

your Excuſe, but that ſhall be ſuddenly remedied by 
me; let your Men go aboard your Veſſel, and expe 


. the Iſſue, and about the Hours of Eleven and Twelve 


at Night” fail not to meet me here exadly. This ſaid, 
away he went, leaving me in Amazement at his 
Diſcourſe ; yet hoping the beſt, and deſirous to fee 
the end, I requeſted my Men to go aboard, which 
accordingly they did.
